4. As per claim 10, prior art of record, Coppersmith et al, U.S. Patent 5,768,390, or, 
Coppersmith et al, U.S. Patent 5,454,039, or Feidmeier fails to teach explicitly, or in 
combination with prior art of record, of the use of a key generating means utilizing a DES-SS 
key schedule means for intermediate keys Kl and K3.
